Lambert joins council, 
McAnally is re-elected

Both received a strong show 
of support from the voters.

has announced plans to in- 
crease the city drug- 
prevention efforts* The mayor 
also said she wants community 
needs to come before the prop- 
osed expansion of Detroit Met- 
ropolitan Airport* 

In the position of city clerk, 
Choate has served since 1983* 
She described her role within 
the city as a record keeper, one 
who helps the government run 
smoothly. 

Napiorkowsi will now begin 
his second term in office. He 
hopes to expand the services 
his office offers and to increase 
overall efficiency. 

The newest member of city 
council, Lambert, has lived in 
Romulus 33 years. He resigned 
from the Romulus volunteer 
fire department to pursue his 
council seat. During his cam- 
paign, Lambert said the city is 
ready for some new faces* 
Bergeron has been a city 
councilmember since 1981* He 
said he is concerned about

Woman is charged with poisoning her daughter

A Romulus woman who told 
police officials last week her 7- 
year-old daughter burned her 
mouth with tainted Halloween 
candy now has allegedly taken 
responsibility for the injuries. 

Rossalynn Chatman, a 24- 
year-old black female, was 
arraigned by Judge William 
Szilinis of the 34th District 
Court in the Westland Medical 
Center Saturday. Chatman 
was hospitalized for observa- 


tion w hen she experienced dif- 
ficulty speaking during her 
arrest. 

Chatman was charged with 
assault with intent to murder. 
Bond was set at $500,000, and 
the woman is now in the cus- 
tody of the Wayne County Sher- 
iffs Department. A prelimin- 
ary examination was sche- 
duled for Nov. 15 at the 34th 
District Court. 

Last week, Chatman's 
daughter was rushed to the hos- 
pital with burns to the throat, 


lips, chin and tongue. Her 
mother told hospital officials 
that the girl had recently tasted 
a piece of peanut butter candy 
and immediately spit it out, im- 
plying the candy was tainted, 

After several interview's with 
police officials, the young 
woman was asked to partici- 
pate in a lie detector test. At 
that point, police said, Chat- 
man admitted she had tried to 
kill her daughter. 

M She decided she couldn't 
make the child happy/* said 
Romulus Detective Sgt. Dan 
Snyder, 


In her statement to the 
police, Chatman claimed she 
wanted her daughter's death to 
be painless. She admitted to 
placing a spoon of crystal drain 
cleaner in the girl's mouth 
assuming it would poison her, 
police officials said. 

Minutes later, the woman 
heard her daughter screaming, 
she told police. After stopping 
at the home of the girl's grand- 
mother, Chatman drove her to 
Annapolis Hospital in Wayne* 
From there, the girl was trans- 
ported to Mott's Children's 
Hospital in Ann Arbor* 


Police officials said they 
quickly became suspicious of 
Chatman’s claims of tainted 
candy* The peanut butter can- 
dy the girl tasted was taken to 
the Michigan State Police Lab 
where it tested negative for a 
lye-based substance. 

During initial interview's be- 
tween Chatman and the police, 
she reported three different 
times at w'hich her daughter 
tasted the candy, ranging from 
1 p.m, to 10 p.m* 

“The facts just weren't fit- 
ting,” Snyder said. 


However, until Chatman’s 
confession, police officials 
warned area residents not to 
eat their Halloween candy. 
Representatives from Chat- 
man's apartment complex, 
Wellesley Townhouses, asked 
tenants to turn their candy in to 
them for free replacements. 

“The complex did a super 
job,” Snyder said. 

Snyder also acknowledged 
the help of Lt* Hale Raupp of 
the Michigan State Police who 
conducted Chatman’s lie detec- 
tor test. 


Developing program 
will target drugs

Sandra Langley had a good 
idea. Not only that, her idea has 
worked. 

When the school board mem- 
ber proposed an anti-drug rally 
for Romulus students last sum- 
mer she set into motion sugges- 
tions for a year of educational 
activities geared toward stu- 
dents and their parents. Lang- 
ley refers to this still evolving 
project as Build a Bridge to the 
Future. 

The original idea, a drug ral- 
ly, formed when several Michi- 
gan districts staged an anti- 
drug rally last spring at the 
Pontiac Silverdome. 

“I thought possibly we could 
do something ourselves,” 
Langley said. 

As she planned a Romulus 
rally during the summer, 
Langley decided such an event 
£ould be a way to introduce a 
more in-depth drug education 
program within the commun- 
ity. The rally is now being plan- 
ned as a way to celebrate the 
activities it spawned. 

Ultimately, Langley wants to 
do more than warn people ab- 
out the dangers of drug and 
alcohol abuse. She hopes to in- 
form residents of the resources 
available in Romulus - student 
support systems, an upcoming 
adolescent health center; police 
education programs for youth, 
the high school Students 
Against Drunk Driving chap- 


ter, the summer youth prog- 
ram and a “drug mobile.” 

“The community is not 
aware of all the things we have 
going**, the good things we 
have,” she said* 

Response to her ideas has 
been strong, Langley added* 
Already, she has spoken with 
members of all the local parent/ 
teacher organizations* 

“I’ve challenged them to 
come up with activities* We 
(organizers) will provide the 
material, the resources,” 
Langley said. 

She has also addressed rep- 
resentatives of the Wayne 
County Intermediate School 
District, the Romulus Board of 
Education and the Mayor’s 
Task Force on Substance 
Abuse, of which she is a 
member. 

Langley is especially excited 
about a plan to videotape what- 
ever activities evolve on the 
local cable television channel. 
Each show could focus on 
events in a different school 
along with the community acti- 
vities. Making students 
“stars” may be a way to 
attract the interest of parents, 
Langley said* 

“One of the strongest things 
I’ve learned though all of my 
talking is the necessity of edu- 
cating adults, too... To encour- 
age open communication, talk* 
ing with their kids.” 

Other proposed activities in- 
clude a role model program en-

Raye said it 
never occurred to her that her 
third baby would not be just as 
healthy as the first two. 

Almost immediately after 
Latoya was born, however, her 
doctor became concerned with 
the child’s health.

The Jones were informed 
Latoya faces a two-year life ex- 
pectancy without a liver trans- 
plant. That process, however, 
may cost up to $1.5 million

Although the family is in- 
sured, coverage is limited and 
does not encompass the cost of 
a transplant or the follow-up 
care that would be needed. Cur- 
rently, the Jones say they rely 
on Medicaid to fund the 
medication and treatment 
their existing policy will not

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2 houses 
targeted 
for attack 

Two Romulus homes were 
targeted for attack this 
weekend, one by gunshots and 
the other by bricks, according 
to Romulus police officials. 

The first case was reported 
at 1:20 a m.* Saturday at ,a 
house on Tobine Street. 
Although the incident began 
with a group of men throwing 
bricks at the house, it resulted 
in the assault of one of the occu- 
pants* police said* 

While two men in the house 
were watching television, a 
group of approximately 10 
white males reportedly started 
throwing bricks and cinder 
blocks at the building. In addi- 
tion to breaking several win- 
dows on the house* the group 
damaged two cars parked 
nearby, police officials said. 

Eventually, some of the men 
entered the house, and one of 
them struck an occupant on the 
left eye with a brick. Shortly 
after the men fled the scene. 

The victim* 22 years old* is 
under treatment at Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne, and may 
lose his eye, hospital officials 
told police. 

Police officials believe the in- 
cident may be related to fight 
that occurred during a party 
Nov. 1 at the same address.

New animal shelter halted

facility/* said Chuck Korotko,

Residents 
to walk 


A temporary hold, Korotko 
said, has been placed on all the 
contracts until the cash flow is 
such, that it can support both 
operations. 

“We don't know when con- 
struction will continue," he 
said. “We are constantly think- 
ing about it. But at this time, no 
date has been selected." 

The exterior of the new- build- 
ing, located behind the current 
shelter building on Marquette 
Street, in Westland, has been 
completed. 

The first phase, which in- 
cluded the outside walls and 
the heating units, was com- 
pleted earlier this year. The 


second phase will include in- 
side walls, kennels and 
plumbing, 

“Right now it's just a big 
room with a dirt floor," said 
Sue Gates, manager of the 
Westland facility, “There is 
still a lot of work to be done." 

Gates said the building is 
needed in Westland, because of 
the poor ventilation in the cur- 
rent shelter. 

“The disease factor here is 
very high," she said. “I don't 
think the person who built the 
building, ever built a shelter 
before. The drainage and ven- 
tilation are poor." 


Gates said there is a kennel 
cough problem at the shelter, 
and despite precautions, it's 
tough to control. 

“We do everything we can to 
prevent it, but with the poor 
ventilation, it's difficult," she 
said. “We give people 15 days 
of free treatment, in case the 
animal is sick." 

The Michigan Humane Soci- 
ety does not receive any funds 
from the government. Almost 
60 percent of the operation is 
funded by public donations. 
The balance of their $4.4 mil- 
lion budget, comes from fees 
received through the hospitals 
and shelters.

Voters reject school proposals

Local voters joined their 
counterparts across the state 
of Michigan on Tuesday and 
soundly defeated two state 
school finance proposals that 
lawmakers said would pump 
new dollars into schools. 

Proposal A - a proposition 
that would amend the state 
constitution to increase the 
state s sales and use tax from 
the present 4 cents per dollar to 
4 1/2 cents and constitutionally 
dedicate the resulting $400 mil 
lion new dollars was defeated 
by slightly more than a 2-1 mar 
gin in the area. 

Proposal B was buried local 
lyby more than a 3-1 margin. 
The proposition asked voters to 
approve a 2 cents sales tax and 
offered to provide some prop* 
erty tax breaks to homeowners 
who have been besieged by sky- 
rocketing property taxes 

4l It is obvious by Tuesday's 
results that the voters do not 
want what was proposed/’ said 
Rep. William Keith {D-Garden 
City), a member of the House 
Committee on Education. 4 'The 
message is clear. 

Proposal A was endorsed by 
Governor James Blanchard 
and the Harden Commission, a 
group that had reviewed Michi- 
gan's school finance system in 
1987, It didn’t, however, have 
the endorsement of the Michi 
gan Chamber of Commerce 
which viewed the sales tax as a 
deterrent to doing business in 
Michigan. 

Proposal B represents a plan 
put forward in March - a com 
promise measure - by repre 
sentatives Nye-Oxender which 
received strong, but insuffi 
cient legislative support. 

The clamor for reform was 
initiated by the lawmakers be- 
cause of an outcry by the edu 
caters and school officials who 
have pointed to the inequities of 
the present school financing 
system. The per pupil spending 
ranges ifi school districts 
varies from $7,800 in some of 
the more wealthier ones to 
$2,000 in the poorest. 

One ot the key issues sur 
rounding the debate on school 
finance reform also centered 


on the quality of education 

' The message from the vo 
ters is an obvious one. Keith 
added “'They don’t like what 
we gave them but Vu\ sure 
this is not the last we ve heard 
about school finance What are 
we going to do about it?

Romulus Community School 
officials, in conjunction with 
local business, have laun- 
ched a campaign to curb the 
dropout rate in that district.

V 'all do remember "bout last 
week when I explained that I 
had just gotten back from Atlan- 
ta ? That was, believe it or not, a 
business trip, but this week 1 am 
on vacation. 

While the southern accent ac- 
quired in about 20 minutes in the 
company of all those sweet tab 
kin" Georgia folk hasn't quite 
abated just yet (much to the con- 
sternation and stern disapprov- 
al of my husband) I am actually 
going on a pleasure trip this 
week. As you read this 1 am 
lounging on the beach in Can- 
cun, Mexico checking the in- 
sider of my eyelids for light 
leaks . I plan to do a great deal of 
nothing for 10 glorious days. 

While I don’t exactly feel 
well, guilty, I do have some 
hesitation. Having not taken a 
real vacation in five years or so, 
I’m not quite sure that this is 
appropriate and am having all 
sorts of fears about what could 
happen in my absence. Suppose 
you all desert me and decide you 
like some other food writer bet- 
ter, Suppose you succumb to 
some other writer’s recipes and 
don’t ever return to ogle my 
meringue? 

Just to make sure, however, 
here is a priceless recipe for tri- 
ple chocolate cake from a res- 
taurant in Atlanta that is 
famous for this treat. This real- 
ly does taste like it was baked by 
the angels and is worth every bit 
of effort involved, 

Enjoy.^and like McArthur, I 
shall return. 

Triple Layer Chocolate 
Cake 

2 1/4 cups cake flour (NOT ALL 
PURPOSE) 

1 3 4 cups sugar 

2 sticks butter, room 
temperature 

3/4 cup milk 
4 ounces (4 squares) 
unsweetened baking chocolate, 
melted 

1 1/2 teapoons baking soda 

1 teaspoon salt 
3/4 cup milk 
4 eggs 

1 1/4 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 1/2 cups toasted walnut 
halves 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 
Grease three 9-inch layer cake 
pans. Sift flour into large bowl. 
Add sugar, butter 3/4 cup milk, 
chocolate, baking soda and salt, 
and beat with electric mixer two 
minutes at medium speed. Add 
remaining milk, eggs, baking 
powder and vanilla and beat two 
minutes more Pour into pre- 
pared pans and bake in middle 
of oven 30 minutes, or until 
cakes test done and have pulled 
away slightly form sides of pan. 
Allow to cool completley on 
racks. Place first layer on plate 
and frost. Sprinkle with half the 
chopped nuts, if desired. Repeat 
with second layer, using re- 
maining chopped nuts. Top with 
third layer and frost top and 
sides of cake. Decorate top of 
cake with toasted walnut 
halves. 

Frosting: 

1 cup plus 2 tablespoons cocoa 
1/3 cup cooking oil 

3/4 cup butter 

4 cups sifted powdered sugar 

5 tablespoons strongly brewed 
coffee 

2 eggs 

1 tablespoon vanilla 
pinch salt 

Soften chocolate and butter in 
top of double boiler over hot, not 
boiling, water. Stir in remaining 
ingredients. Place top of double 
boiler in bowl of ice and beat 
frosting with electric mixer ab- 
out five minutes, or until it 
reaches spreading consistency.

Nothing can quite compare to the 
aroma found at a bakery. 

Fresh breads, rolls, cakes, cookies, 
pies and all the other goodies are 
irresistible to the eyes, the nose, but 
especially the taste buds. 

At Maria's Bakery in Canton 
Township, customers cannot escape 
the aromas of fresh baked goods as 
owner Rick Cervi is determined to 
provide old-time quality. 

Cervi opened the Canton Township 
bakery in 1976 and recently watched 
offshoots open in Westland and Belle- 
ville. 

Popular choices at the bakery are 
square pizza and pizza bread. The lat- 
ter is a combination of cheese, sauce 
and meat surrounded by pizza crust. 
Weekly, the bakery goes through 
approximately 2,000 pounds of pizza 
dough, Cervi said. 

For dessert, Maria’s has a special 
shell and filling recipe for canoles. 
Top secret. 

Other temptations include several 
types of cheese cake, pies, tortes and 
baklava - why not bakiava in an Ita- 
lian bakery?. 

Everything Cervi makes is from 
scratch. 

“I started this way, and I want to 
stay this way. 11 

When Cervi was starting out, it was 
not unusual to put in 15- or 16-hour 
workdays. It was his inspiration that 
established the business, but it was 
his mother-in-law who educated him 
in the kitchen. She was already a 
veteran baker when Cervi enlisted 
her, his new wife and two sisters-in- 
law into service. 

While he is happy with the reality of 
owning his own business, it is the time 
in the kitchen that gives Cervi the 
most satisfaction, he said. 

As a well-practiced handler of pizza 
dough, Cervi has developed a philoso- 
phy about what a quality product 
should be. The crust should be well 
developed with generous ingredients 
and real cheese. Cervi expressed con- 
tempt for a growing trend among piz- 
zerias of using imitation cheese. 

One of his new creations, the taco 
pizza, blends cheddar with the tradi- 
tional mozzarella. 

Also crucial, Cervi said, is a good 
sauce. He prefers a spicy mixture. 

Although Cervi refused to reveal 
the secrets to his pizza, he did agree to 
furnish recipes for other bakery 
goodies. All of these recipes are sim- 
ple to prepare, he promised. 


Onion bread 

11/2 pounds pizza dough 
1 large onion, chopped 
1/4 teaspoon garlic powder 
1 tablespoon olive oil 

1 tablespoon parmesan cheese 
Shredded mozzarella cheese 
Salt 

Pepper 

Chop pizza dough into small pieces. 
Roughly chop in onion, garlic powder, 
parmesan cheese and mozzarella 
cheese. Fan on a baking sheet coated 
with olive oil. Bake in moderate oven 
approximately 20 minutes. 

Butter cookies 

2 pounds powdered sugar 
2 1/2 pounds margarine 

4 1/2 pounds velvet flour 
1 pint whole eggs 
1/4 quart milk 
1 tablespoon vanilla 
1 tablespoon lemon extract 

Cream together sugar and margar- 
ine. (This is a very large recipe, it may 
be easier to reduce the ingredient por- 
tions or mix them in segments.) Mix in 
eggs, milk, vanilla and lemon extract. 
Combine well. Stir in flour in portions 
until thick dough forms. Roll into one- 
inch balls and place on lightly greased 
cookie sheet. Bake in moderate oven un- 
til cookies are lightly browned. 

Here are some additional recipes to 
put you in the mood for bakery goodies. 

Brown sugar sesame 
cookies 

1/2 cup sesame seeds 
12 tablespoons butter 

1 1/2 cups dark brown sugar, packed 

2 eggs 

1 1/4 teaspoons vanilla 
1 1/4 cups all-purpose flour, sifted 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
1/4 teaspoon baking powder 
1/2 teaspoon cinnamon 

Preheat oven to 325 degrees. While 
preparing cookie mix, toast sesame 
seeds by placing in skillet and into a 325 
degree oven, stirring once in awhile so as 
to brown evenly. Remove from oven 
when lightly brown. Cream butter with 
brown sugar until light. Beat in the eggs 
and vanilla. Sift the dry ingredients 
together, add toasted sesame seeds and 
add to the cookie batter, blending thor- 
oughly. Drop by teaspoons approx- 
imately two inches apart on cookie sheet 
lined with waxed paper. Bake 20 to 25 
minutes until lightly brown. Remove 
from paper while hot.

Lime drop cookies 

8 tablespoons butter, softened 
1 cup sugar 
1 egg 
1 egg yolk 

1 1/2 cups flour, sifted 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1/4 cup fresh Nme juice 
1 teaspoon lime zest 
1/2 teaspoon lemon zest 
Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Cream 
the butter, add sugar, egg and yolk and 
blend well. Sift the dry ingredients 
together and add to the batter alternate- 
ly with lime juice, beating to mix. Add 
zest of lime and lemon, mix again. Drop 
by teaspoonluls onto cookie sheet. Bake 
in preheated oven for 12 to 15 minutes. 
Yields about 75 cookies. 


Sicilian cream puffs 

Shells for 1 1/2 dozen cream puffs 

1 pound of ri cotta cheese, sieved 

4 tablespoons extra fine granulated 

sugar 

2 tablespoons bitter chocolate, grated 

2 tablespoons grated orange zest 

11/2 teaspoons almond extract 

Milk or cream, jf needed 

Candied orange peel and candied 
cherries for garnish 

Combine the cheese with the sugar 
and beat until smooth. Fold in the ba- 
lance of the ingredients. Add cream or 
milk only if needed to thin. Fill the puffs, 
dust with powdered sugar, and garnish 
with thinly sliced candied orange peel 
and candied cherries.

Although she turned in a cou- 
ple of “awesome perform- 
ances” at the 1989 Wolverine

Glenn knocks off Fordson, 20-7

John Glenn High School de- 
fensive back Tommy Buxton 
stood in the back of the end zone 
with his hands raised in the air. 
The 5-fooMO-inch senior had 
just broken up an apparent 
touchdown pass by the Fordson 
Tractors. 

It was just the first “big 
play" the Rockets wrftlid turn 
in on this chilly Saturday after- 
noon in Dearborn. Glenn quar- 
terback Eric Stover fired two 
touchdown passes, and the 
Rockets took advantage of 
several Fordson mistakes to 
lead the Lakes Division cham- 
pions to a 20-7 pre-regionai vic- 
tory. 

Glenn will face undefeated 
brother Rice in the Region III 
championship game Saturday. 

I The Tractors moved the ball 
ton the ground in the first quar- 
ter, but failed to score w'hen a 
Fordson wide receiver had an 
^apparent touchdown taken 
£way by Lux ton, w r ho knocked 
•the ball loose with a vicious hit. 


The Tractors missed a 37- 
jyard field goal attempt, and 
Glenn took over at the 20- yard 

iine. 

I With the Rockets facing a 
ihird-and-three situation, 
Fordson was called for 
offsides, and the drive stayed 
alive. On the next play, the 
Rockets caught Fordson 
sleeping. 

Stover took one step back and 
fired a quick pass to Garnett 
Woody. The tight end blew by 
the Fordson linebackers and 
raced down the right sideline 
for 42 yards and a first down at 
the Fordson 26-yard line. 


Another offsides on the Trac- 
tors gave Glenn a first-and-five 
at the 21-yard line. Shannon 
Layne picked up four yards and 
earned a first down on a one- 
yard run up the middle. 

Layne was stopped at the line 
of scrimmage on the next play, 
and Glenn went back to the air 
on second down, Stover stood in 
the pocket and fired a low pass 
to wide receiver Mark Wet- 
more, who slid along the 
ground in the end zone and 
came up with the ball. 

Wes Taylor kicked the extra 
point, and with 6:42 left in the 
second quarter, Glenn led 7-0. 

The momentum appeared to 
change, when a face-masking 
penalty against Glenn, gave 
Fordson excellent field posi- 
tion. The Tractors made a 
fourth-down-and-one play at 
the Rockets' 25-yard line. 

One play later, Ed Ortiz 
broke several tackles and dove 
into the Glenn end zone to tie 
the game for the Tractors with 
2:38 left in the second quarter. 
The Rockets failed to move 
the ball^and the two teams were 
deadlocked at halftime, 7-7, 
The Rockets took over in the 
third quarter, when all- 
conference linebacker Mark 
Johnston recovered a fumble 
at the Fordson 45- yard line. 

Glenn appeared to give the 
ball right back, but an intercep- 
tion was nullified when a per- 
sonal foul was called on Glenn 
and a personal foul was called 
on Fordson. The two penalties 
cancelled the play. 

Stover then fired a pass 
across the middle and David 
Ryan made a leaping catch be- 
tween two defenders. The Stov- 
er- Ryan connection has been 
the key all season for the 
Rockets. 


The play gave Glenn a first 
down at the 12-yard line. Fac- 
ing a third and-four from the 
six-yard line, Stover hit Woody 
on a slant pattern and the Rock- 
ets took the lead again with 6 : 42 
left in the quarter. 

The Glenn defense again did 
the job, forcing Fordson to 
punt. The snap sailed over the 
head of the Fordson punter, 
who made a great play to re- 
trieve the ball and get the kick 
off. 

But the Rockets had great 
field position at the Fordson 45- 
yard line. Stover hit Wetmore 
for 15 yards, but the drive stal- 
led at the 23-yard line. 

Taylor, w'ho has given the 
Rockets one of the best kicking 
games in the state, hit a 41-yard 


field goal with 2:44 left, The 
Rockets were in command 17-7 . 

Again, the defense held and 
the Tractors had to kick the 
ball back to the Rockets. 

Following a 15-yard pass 
from Stover to Ryan, Layne 
knocked off runs of 14, 5 and 5 
yards to put the Rockets in field 
goal range. 

Taylor did the rest, as he dril- 
led a 27-yard field goal. 

The Fordson comeback nev- 
er happened as Luxton inter- 
cepted two passes in the final 
quarter, and with 1:25 left in 
the game, the Glenn fans 
started celebrating 

Stover completed 13 of 21 
passes for 202 yards and two 
touchdowns. Ryan caught 
seven passes for 87 yards.

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HOUSEHOLD BUDGET 


Setting financial limits 
may help yon reach goals 

By DANIEL CALABRESE ' 


o you have the ability to 
manage your money? 

Many people do not, and 
most would welcome 
some advice from an individual who 
manages money professionally, 

Dennis Wallot, a certified financial 
planner who operates Money Con- 
cepts of Westland, said many people 
have problems with managing their 
personal financial affairs. 

“You have to look at it like Ford 
Motor Co./’ Wallot said. “Look at 
yourself as You, Inc/ 1 

Many people cannot manage their 
money effectively because they do 
not have the determination to do so, 
Wallot said. 

The ability to establish a budget 
and stick to it begins by setting 
goals, he said, including short-, 
medium- and long-term goals. 

But the goals must be realistic, he 
added, because people often forget 
about what they are doing with their 
resources, 

“They don't have a sense of where 
their money is going/' he said 

One of the most common prob- 
lems, according to Wallot, is that 
people do not have checking 
accounts, or do not sufficiently use 
their checking accounts when they 
have them. 

“They're afraid of it/ he said. 
“They don't know how to do it/' 

Those who use cash, either be- 
cause they are intimidated by check- 
ing accounts or because they feel 
strange about using checks, often 
find that they spent more money 
than they needed to. One reason, 
Wallot said, is that people do not 
need to take large bills out of the 
bank for purchases that will leave 
change ^ change that will quickly be 
spent. 

"It's a demonstrated fact that us- 
ing a checking account is more eco- 
nomical/’ Wallot said, “And (using 
cash) doesn’t make very good tax re- 
cords.”

When an individual establishes a 
budget. Wallot said, they often 
forget about items that will later 
cost them money and put a wrench 
in their plans. 

“They forget about emergencies 
that are going to happen on the road 
- the two bald tires on their cor,” 
Wallot said. “As that emergency 
comes up, people are in tears, 
saying. Where am 1 going to get 
the money from?”* 

Wallot offered several suggestions 
to deal with such emergencies. One 
method is to budget $100 each month 
for unexpected expenditures. 

The other, he said, is to set up two 
separate savings accounts, which 
people can use to serve as a cushion 
in case of an emergency. 

Credit cards can be another dan- 
ger, according to W r allot. While he 
acknowledged that it is difficult to 
function in modern society without 
one, Wallot said people should be 
very careful not to fall into the traps 
that credit cards can set. 

“What's the best way you can get 
12 to 18 percent on your money? 
Don't pay it to a credit card com- 
pany/ 1 he said. 

If credit cards are regularly paid 
off, he said, they are not as bad be- 
cause interest charges do not 
accumulate. But many people who 
do pay off their cards are lured by 
some of the "‘rewards** credit card 
companies offer, such as increasing 
of credit limits. 

“When you pay them off monthly, 
put a cap on the spending,” Wallot 
said ■ 


TAX CONFUSION 

New laws make finding tax breaks 
slightly more challenging

W ith the ever-changing tax

Dennis Wallot, owner and presi- 
dent of Money Concepts in Westland, 
offers tax advice from the perspec- 
tive of a certified financial planner.

available than they once were, he 
said, but smart money managers 
can still find ways to make tax 
advantages materialize. 

The best purchase from a tax 
stand point is a new home, Wallot 
said. Home Equity Loans are still de- 
ductible up to the purchase price of a 
house.

Selecting quality clothes at a 
bargain price requires scrutiny 


By FLORENCE MEEKS 


M ost of us are content when 
the item that tempted us 
on the hanger looks just as 
good when we try it on. 
However, most tailors would warn 
us there is more to selecting quality 
clothing than a good fit. Before 
choosing any garment, a thorough in- 
spection is wise. 

Fred Musarreh is the owner of 
Thimble Wiz Tailor Shop in West- 
land. He suggested three main in- 
dicators of quality - straight seams, 
well-fastened buttons and secure lin- 
ing. These factors apply to men’s 
and women’s clothing. 

"People have to check inside and 
out/' Musarreh added 

A warning for bargain hunters - do 
not abandon these quality checks for 
a less expensive price tag. Tailor 
bills or replacements may be far 
more expensive than selecting a good 
product the first time, 

Choosing fabrics is another impor- 
tant factor, according to Polly 
Swigkrt, owner of Bower Harold 
Cleaners & Laundry in Wayne. She 
suggests checking labels to deter- 
mine what kind of care a potential 
purchase requires. 

41 Rayon is hard to care for. It picks 
up water spots easily. Once they're 
there you can’t get them out.” she 
said. 

Swigkrt said linen also requires 
special care. 

Jean Neuhardt, manager of JS 
Tailoring and Alterations in Ply- 
mouth, agrees fabric is an important 
consideration. Natural fibers are 
quite durable, she said, and are good 
picks. Determining quality fabnc is 
really an acquired skill, she added. 

”If you're not familiar with it, you 
may have to rely on someone else. 



Finding quality fashions at reasonable 
prices requires careful checking of 
seams and workmanship 

Usually a reputable clothier will 
steer you toward the best choice for 
you,” Neuhardt said. 

To determine quality construction, 
she added, check linings or interfac- 
ing, stitching and the weight of shoul- 
der pads. Again, making quality clo- 
thing choices is a skill that requires 
practice, she said .B

Many ot those who make invest- 
ments in Individual Retirement 
Accounts can still deduct their IRAs, 
he said, but that deduction is not 
available for those who eam more 
than $50,000 per year and are co- 
vered by pension plans. 

Tax credits are also often available 
on child-care expenses, he said. 

In addition, Wallot said there are 
many potential tax credits that are 
less well-know r n to the general public. 
For example, an investment in re- 
habilitating a building more than .30 
years old can result in a federal tax 
credit. 

Those w ho rent to low-income ear- 
ners can also receive credits from 
the federal go ver merit, he said 

*Tf you can put anything in your 
adjusted gross income section, or if 
you can put anything in the credits 
section, you're going to save 
money,” Wallot said.

on the tax front. 

According to Wallot, real estate 
and interest on homes are the only 
Schedule A tax deductions re- 
maining. 

Deductions for consumer interest, 
under which many people have 
placed their automobile loans over 
the years, are being phased out. 

Currently, consumer interest is de- 
ductible only up to 20 percent. That 
will fall to 10 percent in 1990, and 
finally to zero in 1991. 

In addition, he said, most people 
arc no longer eligible to deduct 
medical or miscellaneous costs. 
Medical costs can only be deducted if 
they total at least 7 percent of an in- 
dividual’s gross income, while mis- 
cellaneous write-offs must total 2 |X*r 
cent of gross income. 

For most people, he said, those tot- 
als will never be attained. 

But the smart purchaser can still 
find ways to make the tax code work 
for him, Wallot said. It might simply 
take more digging than in the pasLH
